On no point is theavera 9 P smoker so 
ill-informed as that of juf giaj a cigar, 
he will hold it up to his ni.t.e, unlight- 
ed, sniiT at the wrapper wilh a critical 
.air, dnd deliver his verdict in a self- 
satisfied manner. This characteristic 
maneuver is always a source of amuse- 
ment to any tobacco man who happens 
to observe it. There is only one way 
to ascertain the quality of a cigar and 
that is to smoke it. No expert will 
pass judgment on a cigar until he has 
lighted it and smoked it well down to- 
wai'd the middle. The first and most 
important point upon which he wastes 
Ids opinion is the “burn.” Tobacco 
may have eyery other virtue, but if it 
does not hold the fire and burn evenly 
it is poor tobacco. Next in order of 
importance comes the aroma— the 
smoke must have a pleasing “smell;”

Since the inauguration of the locked ' 
pouch dispatched daily (including Sun- : 
day) to Cincinnati, via train No. 32, 
said mail leaving the Postoffice at 5:30 
p. m. and including mail for Cincin-i 
nati, Covington, and all Northern, j 
Western, Eastern, and most of the 
Southern States, with the exception of ’ 
Georgia, there has been a great falling j 
off of mail collected by the night city , 
carrier, who l^-aves the postoffice at 8* 
p. in., and returns by 8:20, collecting: 
mail from all boxes on Main .street; 
from and including the Windsor Hotel i 
to and including the box at Eighth ' 
and Main.

I Mrs. Sarah Browne, of Hanley, Jes- 
samine county, in a communication to 
an afternoon paper in Lexington.states 
that the land on which Lexington now 
stand was bought by her father’s uncle. 

' Simon Crow, of Virginia, in 1775, for 
$1.25 an acre. Mrs. Bowne gives the 
following account of the transaction : 
“In or about the year 1775, my 
father’s uncle, Simon Crow, of Vir- 
ignia, came to Kentucky and purchas- 
ed 1,500 acre.s of land where Lexing- 
ton now stands, paying $1.25 per acre 
for it. He also paid the taxes on this 
land for fifteen years. After my father, 
Simon C. Thomas, ser">^ed through the 
war of 1812, he made his last visit to 
Virginia to see his uncle, for whom he 
was named, he said to him: ‘Sim, 1 

will give you that land in Kentucky as 
1 am too old to go there now lo live.’’ 
My father neglected to take any steps 
to secure the land, the deed to this 
land was recorded at Frankfort, Ky., 
several years ago. 1 wrote to the 
clerk ot the court atjthat place asking 
information about thi^ deed. He wrote 
me that the old courthouse there had 
burned several years ago and a great 
many valuable papers lost.”
